County Law To 
Obtain Data on 
Water Supplies 


D rilling for w ater will come 
under close w atch by county en ­ 
gineers under a new m easure 
adopted by supervisors which is 
designed to furnish an accurate 
chart 
on 
underground 
w ater 
sources. 
A few m inor am endm ents were 
w ritten into the m easure before 
passage to m eet objections that 
the 
county 
is 
attem pting 
to 
regulate or control w ell drilling. 
The m ost im portant one requires 
the county to issue a perm it w hen 
requested by the land owner. 
U nder the ordinance an appli­ 
cation for each new well m ust 
be m ade to 
the clerk of the 
board, upon w hich application a 
perm it w ill be issued. W ithin five 
days 
following 
completion 
or 
adandonm ent 
of 
the well, the 
driller or ow ner m ust file w ith 
the clerk a report containing the 
exact location of the hole, a d e­ 
tailed log, m ethod of casing per­ 
foration, and m ethod used to seal 
off s u r f a c e or contam inated 
waters. 
Through an accum ulation 
of 
well logs officials w ill be able 
to determ ine 
accurately 
w ater 
levels 
in 
underground 
basins 
throughout the country. 
The ordinance was approved 
following m otion by Supervisor 
Jam es Easley, seconded by Super­ 
visor A rth u r W eirick.

Thirtieth Anniversary 
W ill Be Observed 


T hirtieth anniversary 
observ­ 
ance of United States Air Mail 
service will take place during the 
w eek of May 15 to 21. according 
to Postm aster R. M. Gorham. 
A ir-m ail service in this coun­ 
try was inaugurated May 15. 1918, 
w hen a single-m otor open cock­ 
pit plane took off from East Po­ 
tom ac Park in W ashington, D. C., 
bound for New York City, 218 
m iles away. T h at initial effort 
has expanded u ntil today it cov­ 
ers a netw ork of 130,000 miles in 
the U nited S tates and reaches 
into every country in the world. 
The post office departm ent has 
authorized, for use on May 15 
only, a special cachet on phila­ 
telic covers m ailed from New 
York. Philadelphia, and W ash­ 
ington. D. C. Post offices in these 
th ree cities w ere served on the 
first air mail route.
